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Primrose Hill: 

Town Council 
changes stance 


COUNCILLORS on 
Cowbridge with 

Llanblethian Town 

Council have voted to 
change the council’s stance 
on the proposed housing 
development at Primrose 
Hill. 

The decision was taken on 
Tuesday evening (September 17) 
at a meeting where members of a 
newly-formed action group 
packed the council chamber in a 
show of strength. 

The ‘Gateway to Cowbridge’ 
action group is arguing that build¬ 
ing predominately housing asso-

ciation homes on a greenfield site 
on the outskirts of the town could 
open the floodgates to similar 
applications and erode the charac¬ 
ter of the town. 

The proposal has been made 
jointly by the United Welsh 
Housing Association and build¬ 
ing company Charles Church. 

In the plan - which is only an 
outline one - the housing associ¬ 
ation will build 48 affordable 
homes, while Charles Church 
will build the 31 intended for the 
private market. 

At a previous planning com¬ 


mittee meeting, a motion to 
oppose the plan resulted in a tied 
vote and, on the casting vote of 
chairman Coun Sue Cox, the 
motion was defeated. 

On Tuesday, the full council 
decided not to ratify that deci¬ 
sion, and instead adopted a 
motion put forward by Coun 
Geoff Cox. 

Coun Cox’s motion was that 
the town council should write to 
the Vale Council, making the 
point that discussion on Primrose 
Hill was premature, because the 
new Local Development Plan 
(LDP) was due to be released in 
early October.

MEMBERS of 
Cowbridge Bowling 
Club will get a new 
green next year, 
thanks to funding 
from the Vale 
Council. 

An independent 
report was commis¬ 
sioned by the council, 
using the Institute of 
Groundsmanship to 
establish the condition 
of the artificial green. 

The report advised 
that, even with good 
maintenance, the green 
surface would last no 
more than three years. 

A dub member told 
The GEM that the 
green was showing 
signs of “unexpected 
borrows” in certain 
areas, and so the dub 
was keen to have a 
replacement green as 
soon as possible. 

The dub offered to 
contribute £12,000 
towards the green 
replacement cost, 
which is estimated at 
between £50,000 and 


£60,000, and the Vale 
Council cabinet recent¬ 
ly approved the 
replacement of the 
green for 2014. 

Sue Flower, the 
chair of the Bowling 
Club, said: “Members 
of the Cowbridge 
Bowling Club are 
delighted by the news, 
as this will now guar¬ 
antee the future of our 
enthusiastic and suc¬ 
cessful dub, and the 
improved green will 
attract new members.” 

Coun Gwyn John, 
cabinet member for 
leisure, park, culture 
and sport develop¬ 
ment, said: “The 
improved surface will 
be of benefit to the 
community, as bowls is 
a game for both young 
and old. 

“Cowbridge 
Bowling Club welcome 
new players who will 
benefit from free 
coaching from the 
experienced coaches at 
the dub.”

WE HAVE 
RELOCATED! 
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‘Vale needs 
a fair share 
of the cake’ 


I N last week’s 
GEM, the 
leader of the 
Vale Council criti¬ 
cised me for draw¬ 
ing attention to two 
issues. 

The first for com¬ 
plaining on behalf of 
disabled constituents 
who cannot park near 
their homes and the sec¬ 
ond, for highlighting the 
shortfall in funding that 
Barry and the Vale 
receives from Cardiff 
Bay. 

The first issue speaks 
for itself. I have 
received calls from dis¬ 
abled constituents who 
find it difficult to leave 
home because they 
struggle to park near 
their property. 

The council has the 
power to allocate a dis¬ 
abled space outside the 
houses, but has not done 
so. 

On the issue of fund¬ 
ing, the Vale is being 
short-changed by the 
Welsh Government and I 
find it difficult to believe 
that Coun Moore is 
defending them, rather 
than standing up in our 
interests. 

Here in Barry and the 
Vale, we receive £202 
less per person from the 
Welsh Government than 
Cardiff; £226 less per 
person than Bridgend 
and £409 less than RCT. 

We would be £25 mil¬ 
lion better off every year 
if we received Cardiff’s 
level of funding. 

Imagine what could be 
achieved - regeneration 
of Barry, a new school in 
Llantwit Major, renewal 
of town centres, reversal 
of bus cut backs. The 
most worrying fact is 
that the funding gap is 


getting wider every year. 

To see Coun Moore 
blame decisions taken 17 
years ago is not good 
enough. I am not asking 
for the same level of 
funding as RCT, but a 
settlement similar to 
Cardiff or Bridgend is 
more than reasonable. 

It is no coincidence 
that Cardiff had a zero 
council tax increase last 
year. Surely, we should 
expect the leader of our 
council to champion our 
cause, rather than defend 
his political colleagues 
in Cardiff Bay? 

It is right that effi¬ 
ciencies and cuts need to 
be made. We need to 
live within our means; 
but it is also right that 
we should have a fair 
share of the cake in the 
first place. At it stands, 
we are paying more in 
council tax and receiving 
less in grants from the 
Welsh Government. 

This needn’t be a 
party campaign. I ask 
that everyone who wants 
to see a fair funding set¬ 
tlement sign the e-peti- 
tion on my website. The 
more attention we draw 
to this unjust position, 
the better our chance of 
winning a fair settle¬ 
ment. 

Finally, regeneration 
grants are a way of cor¬ 
recting the funding 
imbalance. So when I 
heard last week that 
Barry and the Vale’s 
application for £15m had 
fallen at the first hurdle, 
you will understand my 
anger and frustration. 

The situation needs to 
change and I am not pre¬ 
pared to stand by when 
the Vale is losing out. 
Please join the fight.

She began with the 
four islands which 
make up the country 
of Japan, its climate, 
which has four seasons 
much like ours. 

For those who wish 
to visit, spring is the 
best time as you see all 
the beautiful cherry 
trees. 

Autumn is also 
good. Mount Fuji 
always has her snow- 
white ‘hat’ whatever 
the season! 

The Japanese cus¬ 
tom of greeting with a 
bow demonstrates 
‘hello’, respect or 
appreciation, depend¬ 
ing on how low the 
bow. 

Living accommoda¬ 
tion is very different, a 


great deal of their time 
is spent very close to 
the ground. 

They sit, eat, and 
sleep on the floor, so 
the need to keep their 
homes very clean is a 
priority, hence the 
need to remove your 
shoes on entering a 
Japanese home. 

How we would man¬ 
age with our metal 
hips and knees makes 
my mind boggle. Their 
bathing method is also 
very interesting. 

They shower first to 
remove any dirt and 
grime, then they bathe 
in a bath of hot water, 
which they share with 
the rest of the family, 
that’s a different spin 
on bathing. 

They eat mainly 
fish, both cooked and 
raw, and also drink 
green tea, which 
makes for a very 
healthy diet. 

Medori wore a very 
beautiful kimono, 


which was very flatter¬ 
ing. There are various 
types of kimono, elab¬ 
orate or practical, 
dependant on the occa¬ 
sion. 

They wear no jew¬ 
ellery while wearing a 
kimono, and really it 
doesn’t need it. 

Four words to 
remember for your 
vocabulary: Hello - 
Konnichiwa; Good 
morning - Ohayou ; 
Thank you - 
Arigatou; Goodbye - 
Sayonara.

Man ‘feared for 
his life’ during 
drug debt attack

A MAN feared for 
his life when an 
intruder burst into 
his flat, repeatedly 
stamped on his 
head and threw a 
television set at 
him, Cardiff Crown 
Court has heard . 

At the time, the vic¬ 
tim, 39-year-old Leon 
Russell, owed the man 
£30 for a quantity of 
amphetamine. 

Liam Blackmore (36), 
who at the time was liv¬ 
ing in the Barry area, has 
pleaded not guilty to 
charges of causing actual 
bodily harm and crimi¬ 
nal damage. 

The court heard that 
since the attack, Mr 
Russell had died, but his 
death was in no way 
connected with the inci¬ 
dent.

Probert said that in the 
early hours of April 16, 
Blackmore went into the 
flat in Avocet Court, 
Barry, where Mr Russell 
was asleep on a settee. 

Mr Russell heard a 
banging sound, and 
became aware he was 
being assaulted. 

Initially, he didn’t 
know who his attacker 
was, but eventually he 
recognised Blackmore, 
who shouted: “Give me 
my money”. 

After the attack, Mr 
Russell was left blood¬ 
stained. 

Blackmore was 
arrested but refused to 
leave a police cell to be 
interviewed. His trousers 
and trainers were taken 
from him, and on the 
items was blood, identi¬ 
fied as that of Mr 
Russell. 

Later, Blackmore said 
in a statement that he 
was not responsible for 
the assault, said Mr 
Probert. He admitted 
entering the flat and said 
he found Mr Russell in 
an injured condition. 

“That is the explana¬ 
tion for the blood on his 
trainers and trousers,” 


said Mr Probert. 

He said it was con¬ 
venient that he gave 
such an explanation at 
such a late stage in the 
proceedings. 

In a statement, Mr 
Russell said that the 
defendant forced his 
way in. He said he had 
known him about three 
months and he was a 
heavily built man of 
about six feet tall. 

During the attack, he 
said, he used his hands 
to cover his head but 
they also got stamped 
on. 

“I was completely 
confused and petrified, 
and I felt it was going on 
and on,” he stated. He 
said he believed at the 
time one or two other 
men were present. 

He also said that 
when the television was 
thrown at him, it 
bounced off his shoul¬ 
der. 

His injuries, he said, 
including bruising, cuts, 
swellings, a bleeding 
nose and chipped teeth. 

In a further statement, 
he said that during the 
attack, he feared for his 
life. 

The case continues.

The motion said that 
the Vale Council should 
be asked to defer any 
discussion of the appli¬ 
cation until after the 
LDP was released, and 
this was confirmed by 
the councillors’ vote. 

At the meeting, 15 
minutes was set aside 
for representatives of 
the ‘Gateway to 
Cowbridge’ action 
group to address the 
council. 

The group’s chair¬ 
man, Kevin Freeland, 
spoke and emphasised 
that the site was not 
included in the previous 
LDP as anything other 
than agricultural land. 

He said that the 
group acknowledged 
the need for affordable 
housing, but not on a 
greenfield site.

PoW patients’ 
comments will 
go on hospital 
notice board 


PATIENTS at the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital are being 
given a chance to 
have their say about 
the care they receive 
- in a bid to 
improve services. 

ABM is piloting a 
feedback form that gives 
them the chance to rate 
the care and treatment 
they received. 

It’s among the meas¬ 
ures being taken after a 
number of quality and 
safety concerns were 
raised over some services 
at the hospital. 

The Friends and 
Family Test was inspired 
by a similar scheme in 
England, and now ABM 
has become the first 
Welsh health board to 
trial it. 

Patients, relatives and 


carers are asked to com¬ 
plete a form that asks one 
simple question: How 
likely are you to recom¬ 
mend this ward/unit to 
friends and family if they 
needed similar care or 
treatment? 

They can tick one of 
six possible responses, 
ranging from extremely 
likely to extremely 
unlikely. There is also a 
space for comments. 

The ABM head of 
patient experience, Paul 
Jones, said:“We are pilot¬ 
ing it in 22 different units 
and wards across 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital. 

“The forms are col¬ 
lected every Thursday 
and Friday. We process 
them the following 
Monday morning and 
ward sisters and lead 
nurses have the results by 


Monday lunchtime. 
These will be displayed 
on their notice boards so 
patients and visitors can 
see them.” 

Mr Jones said: “We 
look at the comments to 
identify any emerging 
themes and see if there is 
anything we could per¬ 
haps do better.” 

“Once all the versions 
are working satisfactorily 
we will be looking at 
when to roll it out across 
the board.” 

Ward 10 sister Maggi 
Earnshaw said: “It’s 
important we listen to 
what patients and rela¬ 
tives tell us. If they raise 
something, we address it 
straight away. 

“But it’s also great for 
staff morale when they 
read the comments and 
see patients really do 
appreciate them.”

Mr Viv Morgan, 
who lives in 
Bridgend, has writ¬ 
ten to The GEM 
regarding his post¬ 
war memories of 
Llandow - and 
included some pho¬ 
tographs. 

He explained: “In 
1946, after returning 
from a four-year tour of 
the Middle East, I was 
posted to the Air 
Ministry in London. 

“I was informed that 
No.614 (County of 
Glamorgan) R.Aux.AF 
Squadron, which had 
been disbanded at the 
end of the war, was 
being reformed and 


based at RAF Llandow.” 

Mr Morgan was intro¬ 
duced to a Fit Lt CN 
Spurdens who was to be 
the adjutant of the 
Squadron and they went 
to Llandow to make 
preparations to welcome 
the new RAF personnel. 

There were three reg¬ 
ular RAF Officers, Fit Lt 
Spurdens, the adjutant; 
Fit Lt George Martin 
(from Cardiff); the fly¬ 
ing instructor and the 
engineer officer whose 
name Mr Morgan cannot 
recall. 

Mr Morgan was the 
sergeant in charge of the 
orderly room and helped 
to recruit ground staff 
and pilots.

Airline pilot 
was attacked 
by cabin crew 
ex-girlfriend 


|| CROWN COURT REPORT by AJ SICLUNA | 


AN airline pilot 
had a broken glass 
thrust into the side 
of his face by a 
drunken cabin 
crew member 
when he told her 
their affair was 
over. 

Cardiff Crown Court 
heard that soon after 36- 
year-old Frances Smith 
confessed to the police: 
“I did it, I’m really 
sorry, I’ve done a stupid 
thing.” 

The victim, David 
Gibbs, who lives in 
Barry, suffered an 8cm 
cut to the side of his jaw, 
which required deep and 
surface stitches. 

Smith, who lives in 
Horley, Surrey, and who 
had no previous convic¬ 
tions, admitted a charge 
of wounding. 

She was sentenced to 
a year’s imprisonment, 
suspended for two years, 
made subject to a super¬ 
vision order for a year, 
and directed to carry out 
150 hours unpaid work. 

She was also ordered 
to pay costs of £535 and 
a victim surcharge of 
£ 100 . 

Said Judge Tom 
Crowther QC: “Had that 
injury been lower, the 


consequences would 
have been utterly dread¬ 
ful. 

“You made early 
admissions and you have 
shown remorse.” 

Prosecutor David 
Pugh said the couple had 
been in a relationship for 
18 months. 

“He is from Barry, 
and at about 6pm on 
May 5, they left the 
Premier Inn in the town 
and went to J D 
Wetherspoon and later 
Finnegan’s Bar in Barry. 

“They were accompa¬ 
nied by Mr Gibbs’ adult 
daughter.” 

He said the couple 
had a disagreement and 
a verbal argument, 
which passed. 

There were then text 
messages between them, 
and he said: “Feave me 
alone, we’re finished.” 

She had referred to a 
friend as a “slag” and 
texted him back, saying 
she understood. 

She then became 
intoxicated and emotion¬ 
al, and about 9.30pm, all 
three were in the bar, 
and she said to him: 
“Why didn’t you tell 
your daughter I’m preg¬ 
nant?” 

She was not. 

She threw her drink 
into Mr Gibbs’ face and 


when he turned to the 
bar, she struck him with 
a broken glass to the 
face. 

The wound bled pro¬ 
fusely and she ran from 
the premises and was 
detained by an off-duty 
police officer. 

She told officers she 
had been extremely 
upset, had had two preg¬ 
nancy terminations at his 
request and had not got 
over it, said Mr Pugh. 

She accepted she had 
taken a significant 
amount of alcohol and 
on a drunken scale of 
one to ten, she said she 
was nine. 

She accepted she was 
not pregnant. 

When her counsel, 
Tracey Floyd-Nesling, 
stood up to mitigate, the 
judge said: “You don’t 
need to, I’m not sending 
this woman to prison.”

Organ donation law 
receives royal assent 


A LANDMARK Welsh law 
which will change the system 
of organ donation in Wales has 
been granted royal assent by 
the Queen. 

Wales will become the first nation 
in the UK to introduce a soft opt-out 
system of organ donation when the 
new law is brought fully into effect on 
December 1, 2015. 

A soft opt-out system of organ 
donation means that unless a person 
makes a decision to be a donor (opts 
in) or NOT to be a donor (opts out), 
their consent to donation will be 
deemed to have been given. 

At any one time there are about 220 
Welsh residents on the active waiting 
list for a transplant. Last year, around 
one person a week died in Wales while 
waiting for an organ donation. 

The First Minister of Wales, 
Carwyn Jones said: “The Human 
Transplantation (Wales) Act 2013 is 
arguably the most significant piece of 
legislation passed by the National 
Assembly for Wales since it acquired 


full lawmaking powers in 2011. 

“Many people will wait years for a 
transplant but, sadly, many die waiting 
on the list. The shortage of human 
organs continues to cause otherwise 
preventable deaths and suffering. 

“This law will not only help reduce 
the waiting list, but will also help save 
lives, by reducing the number of peo¬ 
ple who needlessly die waiting for an 
organ transplant.” 

Wales Health Minister, Mark 
Drakeford said: “Although we cele¬ 
brate the commencement of the Act 
today, it is important to remember the 
new system will not come into force 
until December 1, 2015, following a 
two-year public information cam¬ 
paign.” 

“During this campaign, people will 
be given plenty of information on how 
the new system works and what their 
choices are. Even today though, peo¬ 
ple can help others by ensuring their 
loved ones know their wishes about 
organ donation and I would encourage 
everyone to have that conversation.”

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‘Adjust housing target in line with 
population change’ - says councillor 


A Plaid Cymru Vale councillor 
insists the small population 
increase in the Vale last year 
shows the need to rethink the 
number of new houses being 
built - including proposed 
estates such as at Weycock Cross 
in Barry, and others in Llantwit 
Major, Cowbridge and 
Ystradowen. 

Coun Ian Johnson pointed out that 
according to the Office for National 
Statistics’ mid-year estimates, the 
Vale’s population grew by 152 people 
between 2011 and 2012 - the first year 
of the council’s new fifteen year Local 
Development Plan (LDP) which will 
run from 2011 until 2026. 

The estimated population increased 
from 126,679 to 126,831, with 282 


more births than deaths and a net 
migration of 130 people more leaving 
the county. 

Coun Johnson, who represents the 
centre of Barry, said plans in the LDP 
for approximately 10,000 new houses 
in the Vale were out of step with the 
actual population increase in recent 
years, and called for a revision of the 
housing targets. 

He said: “It is important that new 
housing meets local needs, rather than 
driving the market. 

“There was an assumption in draw¬ 
ing up the old LDP that the Vale’s pop¬ 
ulation would be increasing by 
between 550 and 900 people per year 
but, in what would have been the first 
year of the plan, the population has 
grown by just 152 people.” 

Seven years ago, talk of a Defence 


Academy at St Athan led people to 
predict a significant increase in the 
Vale’s population in a relatively short 
period of time. 

INCREASE 

Coun Johnson stressed: “Estimates 
came at a time when we were expect¬ 
ing a major population boost in St 
Athan and when the economy was 
booming. 

“The average Vale household is 2.3 
people, which would mean 23,000 
population growth to fill the 10,000 
houses that we are supposed to need. 

“Clearly that population increase is 
not happening at the moment. 

“Circumstances have changed and 
the new LDP’s housing targets, when 
published, must be revised to reflect 
those changes.” 

The Vale Council and Welsh 


Government must think hard about the 
sort of accommodation needed, 
argued Coun Johnson. 

“With the impact of the ‘bedroom 
tax’ and other housing benefit changes 
being felt, we need a greater number 
of smaller properties and affordable 
housing to meet the obvious local 
need for these type of homes. 

“This means successfully bringing 
more empty properties back into use 
and making best use of new projects to 
deliver social housing. 

“That must be the priority in the 
new LDP. Failure to revise the target 
numbers of houses to be built in the 
Vale will increase pressures on servic¬ 
es and infrastructure because it does 
not meet local need,” he insisted. 

The new LD P will be released early 
next month.

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Tale of the master 
clock-craftsman 
of Llancarfan... 


U3A hears 
story of Welsh 
orchestra 


A NEW book cele¬ 
brates the life and 
work of a famous local 
craftsman, Henry 
Williams (1727-1790), 
arguably the best 
clockmaker who ever 
worked in Wales. 

Born in Gloucester, 
probably of Welsh par¬ 
ents, young Henry 
Williams served his 
seven-year clock-making 
apprenticeship with the 
Washbourne family in 
that city. 

In 1752, he came to 
the Vale, married a local 
girl, and settled in 
Llancarfan where he 
became a famous clock- 
maker and also a suc¬ 
cessful farmer. 

In his little workshop 
in Llancarfan, Henry 


Williams made quality 
clocks for the top end of 
the local market. As well 
as Vale farmers and ship¬ 
owners, his customers 
included the local aris¬ 
tocracy - Robert Jones of 
Fonmon Castle, the 
Morgans of Tredegar 
Park, the Butes of Cardiff 
Castle, and Wyndhams of 
Dunraven. 

During his working 
life in Llancarfan, Henry 
Williams made hundreds 
of fine clocks, with beau¬ 
tifully engraved brass 
dials, housed in hand¬ 
some cases of oak, wal¬ 
nut and mahogany. 

He specialised in 
‘tidal-dial’ clocks show¬ 
ing the time of local high 
water. He also made sil¬ 
ver pocket watches. All 
his clocks and watches 
were signed with the 


name ‘Henry Williams, 
Lancarvan’. 

In addition to making 
quality clocks and watch¬ 
es, Henry Williams was a 
successful farmer. He 
won prizes from the 
Glamorganshire 
Agricultural Society. In 
1783, he won 10 guineas 
for the best crop of 
turnips, and also first 
prize for the best boar. 

After his death in 
1790, Williams was fol¬ 
lowed by a succession of 
other clockmakers at 
Llancarfan, including his 
two grandsons. None of 
his successors ever pro¬ 
duced clocks of compa¬ 
rable quality. 

Many clocks and 
watches made by Henry 
Williams still survive, 
some in museums, but 
most are privately 
owned; some even by 
descendants of the first 
customers! Over 40 have 
now been traced, record¬ 
ed and beautifully illus¬ 
trated in colour. 

The book Henry 
Williams, Lancarvan, is 
the fruit of more than a 
decade of research by 
two local experts, Dr Ed 
Cloutman and Dr Bill 
Linnard. Published by 
BLURB, it contains 214 
pages and over 200 pho¬ 
tos, nearly all in colour. 
The book can be pre¬

SULLY U3A’s 
guest speaker for 
September was 
David Hopkins 
from the BBC 
National Orchestra 
of Wales. 

David, a trombone 
player, now works in the 
office and he gave a his¬ 
tory of the orchestra and 
played extracts from his 
favourite music and 
tasters from the orches¬ 
tra’s forthcoming pro¬ 
gramme. 

David said there was 
no orchestra in Wales 
until the 1920s, when 
the Welsh Orchestra was 
formed with around 20 
or 30 musicians. The 
orchestra was disbanded 
during World War Two 
and then formed again 
with around 40 musi¬ 
cians. 

The orchestra’s name 
was changed in 1993 
and it now consists of 
about 80 full-time musi¬ 
cians. 

Other musicians can 
be called upon should it 
need to be increased for 
any performance. It is 
orchestra-in-residence at 
St David’s Hall, Cardiff, 
and also performs a sea¬ 
son of concerts in 
Swansea. 

In addition, the 
orchestra tours towns 
and cities across Wales 
throughout the year, per¬ 


forms annually at the 
BBC Proms in London, 
at BBC Cardiff Singer 
of the World, and tours 
internationally. 

The orchestra’s home 
is BBC Hoddinott Hall 
in the Wales Millennium 
Centre in Cardiff Bay. 

As well as recording 
studio sessions and con¬ 
certs for BBC Radio 3, 
it provides the music for 
programmes such as 
Doctor Who and the 
Human Planet series. 

Running parallel to 
the main season, the 
work of the orchestra’s 
education and communi¬ 
ty outreach team is inte¬ 
gral to its musical life. 

In recent years, this 
work has included a 
DVD resource pack dis¬ 
tributed to every pri¬ 
mary and special school 
in Wales; and the devel¬ 
opment of a new concert 
format designed for 
audiences of adults and 
children with learning 
difficulties or who are 
deaf and hard of hear¬ 
ing.

Rush of excitement 
to cinema screens! 


A sport, it can 
be argued, is 
only as good 
as the rivalries it 
produces, the con¬ 
stant one-upman¬ 
ship of the protago¬ 
nists often elevating 
the particular sport 
to new heights of 
skill and accom¬ 
plishment. 

One such rivalry is 
depicted in Ron 
Howard's new film, 

Rush , which sees the 
relationship between 
James Hunt (Chris 
Hemsworth) and Nikki 
Lauda (Daniel Bruhl) 
examined, as they face 
off against each other 
before their rivalry 
comes to a head in the 
1976 Formula 1 drivers' 
championship. With the 
championship at stake, 
their feud becomes more 
personal and intense 
with every race... 

Ron Howard has 
shown an unerring abili¬ 
ty to produce strong 
films regardless of 
genre, something that 
makes him underrated in 
the pantheon of direc¬ 
tors. While his last two 
films (the underbaked 
Angels & Demons and 
the shonky The 
Dilemma ) perhaps didn't 
show the director in the 
best light, Rush is a film 


that shares many of the 
characteristics of his last 
great film, Frost/Nixon - 
two strong willed indi¬ 
viduals, each doing what 
they believe to be right, 
constantly trying up the 
ante on the other and 
knowing that whoever 
lost the battle would lose 
the war. 

Much like that film, 
Rush is piece of work 
that deserves as much 
praise as can be heaped 
upon it, Howard creating 
a goosebump-inducing 
film that will have equal 
appeal to FI fans as it 
will to those who can’t 
tell their McLaren from 
their Ferrari. 

It is a film that wears 
its debt to Asif 
Kapadia’s Senna on its 
sleeve, its documentary¬ 
like realism a perfect 
counterbalance to 
Kapadia’s use of real-life 
footage, and Howard’s 
direction strikes this per¬ 
fectly, the camera unob¬ 
trusive during the acting 
scenes creating that ‘in- 
the-room’ feel, but in 
amongst it when the 
action switches to the 
racetrack. 

These sequences, 
thrilling shot by cine¬ 
matographer Anthony 
Dod Mantle (whose 
visual composition gives 
the film its distinctive, 
almost vintage look), are 
perhaps the most

thrilling committed to 
film, the use of sound 
and close-ups putting 
you into the car more 
than even 3D can man¬ 
age, and it’s hard not to 
bite your nails (especial¬ 
ly if you know little of 
how the story unfolds) 
during these sequences. 

Of course stunning 
visuals would be nothing 
without a good script, 
and Peter Morgan (who 
scripted Frost/Nixon) 
mines the tale of Hunt 
and Lauda’s rivalry with 
aplomb. While on the 
surface poles apart, Hunt 
a playboy without 
(seemingly) a care in the 
world, Lauda the epito¬ 
me of single-mindedness 
and drive, Morgan’s 
screenplay delves into 
the characters to make 
them two sides of the 
same coin, each secretly 
wanting what the other 
has but too proud and 
strong-minded to ever 
consciously acknowl¬ 
edge it. 

If a climactic scene 
feels a little too forced, 
spelling out their traits 
and why they could only 
ever manage a grudging 
respect, it’s the only real 
misstep Morgan makes 


in a rich and enveloping 
screenplay. 

The performances 
aren’t too shabby either, 
Hemsworth bringing 
plenty of joie de vivre 
and casual cool to the 
role of Hunt, but also 
conveying the doubts 
and fragility beneath the 
showmanship, while the 
underrated Bruhl (check 
out 2003’s Good Bye 
Lenin! for another won¬ 
derful performance) cap¬ 
tures Lauda’s cold, cal¬ 
culated personality while 
again showing what lies 
beneath. 

There is a fine sup¬ 
porting cast, Olivia 
Wilde and Alexandra 
Maria Lara delivering 
solid performances, but 
this is a film that rests 
squarely on the central 
performances - and they 
are superb. 

In a year that has seen 
Hollywood vehicles tend 
to crash at the first turn, 
Rush is a prime example 
of talented filmmakers 
creating something 
superb - while it may be 
speculative, it’s fair to 
say that there will be 
few better films than 
Rush released this year. 

VERDICT -A 
thrilling portrayal of 
sporting rivalry that 
works as both high- 
octane spectacle and a 
dramatic two-hander, 
Rush is a truly excellent 
piece of filmmaking. 
With Ron Howard’s 
direction being comple¬ 
mented by Anthony Dod 
Mantle’s cinematogra¬ 
phy, and two wonderful 
turns at its centre, this is 
a top-class piece of 
work. Essential viewing.

costs - a loft conver¬ 
sion or other exten¬ 
sion can be accom¬ 
plished for possibly 
£30,000 to £35,000. 

However, the extra 
bathroom is the criti¬ 
cal point; an extra 
bedroom, by itself, 
adds only 12 per cent 
to average price. 

Extending an exist¬ 
ing home remains a 
popular option for 
many people. 

Nationwide chief 
economist Robert 
Gardner said: 


“Households are 
happy to pay for 
more space, and our 
analysis suggests that, 
providing the room is 
usable, adding an 
extra bedroom can be 
a good way to 
increase the value of a 
home. 

“While larger prop¬ 
erties cost most to 
buy, smaller ones tend 
to have a higher price 
per square metre. 

“This marginal cost 
falls in part because it 
is relatively cheaper 
to build larger prop¬ 
erties.” 

The Nationwide 
survey also highlight¬ 
ed home owners con¬ 
cerns about energy 


efficiency. At the time, 
Government figures 
suggested that more 
than 19 million homes 
(86 per cent of stock) 
could benefit from at 
least one of the cost 
effective improve¬ 
ments recommended 
through the energy 


performance certifi¬ 
cate that is required 
when a home is sold. 

Improvements in 
this area include loft 
insulation, cavity wall 
insulation and better 
boilers for more effi¬ 
cient heating systems.

More than 60 people 
attend bus meeting 


A public meeting in Barry 
last week highlighting the 
issue of bus services in the 
Vale was attended by more 
than 60 people. 

Local MP Alun Cairns chaired 
and organised the meeting, which 
was also attended by the Leader 
of the Welsh Conservatives, 
Andrew RT Davies, Jason Davies 
of First Group and Peter Heath 
from Cardiff Bus. Mike Edwards 
of Vale 50 Plus Strategy Forum 
also contributed to the meeting. 


Reductions in the bus services 
operating grant and other local 
authority subsidies have meant 
that commercially-operated bus 
services have implemented reduc¬ 
tions in services. The bus man¬ 
agers stated that the cuts in fund¬ 
ing had been more severe in 
Wales than in England. 

Local residents and bus users 
said they were baffled as to why 
the Welsh Government was subsi¬ 
dising the T9 airport service by a 
total of £470,000 when it carried 
very few passengers - particularly 


when other services were being 
cut. Mr Cairns said he had been 
trying to tackle the issue for a 
number of months and encour¬ 
aged people to contact their other 
elected representatives, locally 
and nationally, to emphasie how 
strongly they felt on bus route 
cuts. 

Andrew RT Davies told The 
GEM: “The number of people 
from across the Vale who were at 
the meeting on Friday displays the 
strength of feeling on this issue.”

IN the coming 
weeks, the Welsh 
Government will be 
publishing its 
budget for 2014-15. 
As the Finance 
Minister your local 
AM, Jane Hutt, 
holds the purse 
strings and wields a 
great deal of influ¬ 
ence over her 
Government’s 
spending plans. 

I have written today to 
Ms Hutt to ask her to 
deliver for Vale resi¬ 
dents in three key areas: 
Fair Funding for the

million a year less from

More funding for rural 
buses - last year Ms 
Hutt’s Government cut 
support for buses in 
Wales by over a million 
pounds, with the bus 
operators grant cut by 
12 per cent here in the 
Vale. 

This has left many 
rural residents complete¬ 


ly isolated, with some 
no longer having any 
bus service at all. 

Support for the NHS - 
cuts of more than £800 
million over five years 
have decimated many 
local services and an 
endless array of reports 
indicate an on-going 
decline in the perform¬ 
ance of the Welsh NHS, 
despite the valiant 
efforts of our frontline 
staff. 

We want to see more 
funding allocated to pro¬ 
tecting the health budget 
from these cuts. 

When the Welsh 
Government’s budget is 
published, Vale residents 
will rightly expect to see 
material improvements 
in each of these areas 
and I would strongly 
you to write to your 
local AM and make 
your views clear. 

Vale residents didn’t 
ask for a £52 million 
airport, or for almost 
half a million a year in 
subsidising a near empty 
shuttle bus. And they 
certainly won’t accept 
chicken feed when this 
budget is published. It’s 
time for the local AM to 
deliver for the Vale.

T here are 
two diesel 
engines 

available on the 
new Honda Civic: 
the 2.2 and the 1.6. 

I can’t speak for the 
former, but the latter is 
so economical that I 
cover 300 miles on 
barely a quarter of a 
tank. 

Honda claims that its 
1.6-litre iDTEC will 
return 78mpg; I experi¬ 
enced around 60mpg 
encompassing all man¬ 
ner of driving, from 
stopping and starting in 
the slowest of traffic 
jams through to fast and 
demanding motorway 
cruising. 

This latest example 
(the ninth generation) of 
the Civic, builds on the 
futuristic theme and 
enhances the parts that 
the original hinted at 
but didn’t carry off as 
well, such as its rear, 
which features bulbous 
lights, while the triangu¬ 
lar exhausts have disap¬ 
peared, as you can see 
in the video at test- 
drives.biz. 

I thought I would 
miss these, but the 
whole package is more 
aesthetically pleasing. 
The concealed handles 
for the rear doors make 
this five-door seem like 
a three, especially to my 
wife when she first tried 
to get our children in 
the back. 

It’s a nice touch and 
one that seems to have 
been copied by other 
manufacturers. 

The rear windscreen 
is still an annoyance for 
me because of the posi¬ 
tion of the spoiler, 
which effectively cuts 
the screen in two and 
hinders vision when 
inside. But it’s a great 
driver’s car with body 
hugging ‘magic’ seats. 

My family and I 
demand much from our 
striking red protege and 
while it is not large 
enough for our tandem 
pushchair, it copes with 
a suitcase, my daugh¬ 
ter’s Trunki, a single 
pushchair, a crib, a 
bouncer and a box of 
food as well as my 
daughters in their two 


car seats. 

Despite being 
weighed down, the driv¬ 
ing experience is good. 
The economy figures I 
mentioned earlier are 
reached with a combi¬ 
nation of automatic 
engine stop/start and the 
use of a green economy 
button to the right of the 
steering wheel. 

While engaged, 
progress is noticeably a 
little lethargic on occa¬ 
sions and disengaging 
this does speed up the 
process. 

But once the Civic is 
on its way, progress is 
satisfying and with the 
correct gears there’s an 
element of gusto. The 
gearbox is a little 
notchy but it can be for¬ 
given this for its deci¬ 
siveness. 

The Civic is a tricky 
car to reverse and on 
occasions it can be diffi¬ 
cult to gauge whether 
there are any obstruc¬ 
tions behind, and so it is 
helpful that some mod¬ 


els are fitted with 
reversing sensors; 
unfortunately this model 
does not have them. 

Equipped with all the 
usual refinement, the air 
conditioning is an 
absolute blessing during 
the height of our British 
summer, where temper¬ 
atures exceed 25 
degrees Celsius, so the 
system keeps us all 
extremely happy. 

I find cruise control a 
little complicated to 
operate, tending to 
engage the speed limiter 
function instead, but 
this isn’t a bad thing, 
especially when driving 
through unfamiliar terri¬ 
tory in Surrey, where 
motorists are warned of 
speed cameras in 
30mph zones. 

I always find it diffi¬ 
cult to stick to 30mph, 
especially when driving 
an unfamiliar car. 

The limiter allows 
the motorist to set the 
speed and then no mat¬ 
ter how much the accel¬ 


erator is pushed, it will 
not exceed the setting. It 
does, however, exceed 
this speed when travel¬ 
ling downhill, but by no 
more than 3mph, and 
then it rectifies it fairly 
quickly. 

The diesel Civic is so 
environmentally friend¬ 
ly that it only emits 95 
grams of carbon dioxide 
per kilometre, which 
results in no road tax. 

Honda should do 
well with this particular 
version of the Civic if 
for no other reason than 
its sheer efficiency, 
which cash strapped 
motorists are sure to 
embrace as they watch 
continually yo-yoing 
fuel prices.
